Two of the principal 
houses of Gracey were destroyed by 
fire about 2 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. They were the general mer- 
cantile store of McGehee Bros., and 
the grocery and Baloon of B. J. Wall, 
on the opposite side of the street, 

The fire originated from an insecure 
flue in the main store room of McGe- 
hee Bros. When discovered the fire 
in the roof was well under way and 
spread with such rapidity that noth- 
ing of consequence could be saved, aa 
the whole house was soon filled with 
smoke. 

There are no facilities for fighting 
fire in Gracey and the flames could 
not be stopped until the McGehee 
building and the Wall building op-

posite were totally 

McGehee building was a big 
house with side rooms used as ware- 
houses. It waB the Eastern one of a 
row of business houses, but fortunate 
ly an intervening space kept the fire 
from catching the next house, a brick 
building. 

The intense heat though set on fire 
the frame building immediately 
across the narrow street, owned and 
occupied by B.J. Wall. Mr. Wall, 
however, had time to save the greater 
part of his stock and his loss is prin- 
cipally on the building. 

'he day was clear and calm and 
the fire web not as disastrous as it 
would have proved with high winds 
prevailing. 

The loss to McGehee Bros, is esti- 
timated at $3,000 ou the building 
and $9,000 on the. stock. The firm 
carried insurance for $7,300, $1,000 on 
the house and the rest ou the stock. 
Jack S. Moore's agency has $2,000 in 
the Hamburg Bremen and $1,000 in 
the Niagara on the the stock and $1, 
000 in the Hartford o.i the building; 
Garnett .V Co. have $2,000 in the 
Royal aud $1,000 in the Caledonian 
ou stock |and $300 in the Royal on 
furniture and fixtures. 

The firm of McGehee Bros, is com- 
posed of four brothers having branch 
houses at Pembroke, Guthrie and 
Gracey, the maiu store beiug at 
Clark.,ville. The Gracey branch was 
mana-ed byJMr. Albert C. IfoGdlM, 
one of the brot/ieis. 

About seveu years ago the firm lost 
a Btore at BelleWew, two miles from 
Gracey, in which one of the brothers, 
John C^MeGehee, and a negro man

and came again and were soon on 
their feet again. The Gracey house 
will of course be rebuilt at once, as it 
is one of their best stands and does a 
verv large business bj t wo counties. 

The loss to B. J. Wall is a building 
worth about $1500 and some losses ou 
his stock. His total loss will proba- 
bly exceed $2,000, with no insurance. 

Mr. Wall has already secured a va- 
aut building aud as much of his 
tock was saved he will at once re- 

The two stores destroyed were 
among the four principal houses of 
the village, which is a thriving little 
place at the crossing of the L. & N. 
and O. V. railroads, ten miles west 
of this city. This is the first fire that 
has visited the town, which was built 
about ten years ago.

la In use- at present. In add it ion to t hat, 
there is never amy wet sheet of canvas 
flapping in your face, nor docs the driv- 
ing wind force a stream of water gently 
down the. bad; of your neck. 

It might be thought that there would 
1«- soine difficulty in operating the light- 
ing apparatus of a ear of this sort, be- 
cause (he one at present in u-e is calcu- 
lated to travel on the electric railroad 
exclusively, but no such difficulty has 
been experienced In the least. Instead 
of being narrower than the ordinary 
street ear because of its peculiar form, 
the duplex ear. as it is called, is really 
wider. The seats are arranged cross- 
wise on each side, with an aisle running 
down the middle, just as in the ordinary 
railroad passenger coach. Each of these 
scat:; will accommodate tun persons, 
and the seating capacity of the car is 
tiiei efore Invited. 

Hhile it is true that the ear now in 
us.- is operated by electricity, it by no 
means follows that this is the only mo- 
tive power that can be used. It is the 
idea of the projectors of the car to In- 
troduce it on all lines of railroads, steam 
as v.ell as street railroads. There are 
a greal many railroads that run obser- 
vation ear., and t he same t rouble is al- 
v- nya experienced w ith them as with t.ho 
open street ear when It rains. It is 
1 eld that If the new car ie utilized on the 

railroads in this fashion there will be
